Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 26.—^The 


invesiigation shows that' the factory 
was operated with utter lack of re- 
gard for human life," says Coroner 
R. L. Leavitt, in the first sentence of 
his verdict on the explosion of 
the 


powder mill at Fontanet, October 15, 
by which 27 persons were killed, 150 
injured, and 275 houses destroyed or 
damaged. The coroner says the first 
of the series of explosions, the last 
of which was the dynamite magazine 
50 minutes later, was in the house 
where powder was glazed, and was 
caused by defective machinery. 
The 


testimony brought out the fact that 
no one was present, although the ma» 
ehinery was running, and that the ma- 
chinery had 
been 
giving 
trouble. 


The coroner finds that the 
DuPont 


company, which is the name under 
which this factory 
of 
the 
powder 


trust, was operated, for economy's 
sake had used only small acreage for 
the buildings, and thereby greatly in- 
creased the clanzer. 


"The company had evidence in the 


explosion of a press mill last Janu- 
ary," reads the verdict, "that ure 
could be carried to the units of 
the 


factory, but in the face of such evi- 
dence the company was constructing 
another mill half the distance away. 
A house in which kegs were made, 
and in which two men were killed, 
should have been located beyond the 
danger zone. Power was transmitted 
by dynamos and wires which made it 
unnecessary to have some 
of 
the 


buildings in the. danger zone. . The 
office was located almost directly ia 
front of the powder magazine, 150 
feet away. This is the place in which 
people transacted business with the 
company, and one of two men killed 
in the office was there on business. 
The entire plant was located on- -50 
acresT but 
the company owned 30~ 


more acres which could have been 
used for parts of the plant which 
contained no explosives." 


The coroner recommended that tfte 


legislature pass laws to prevent such 
building of buildings at powder mills. 
He found that 40,000 
kegs 
of 
25 


pounds of powder each were in the 
powder magazine, and 30,000 pounds 
of dynamite in the dynamite maga- 
zine.

provement of Clinton Street

St. Clair Street to Locust 
Street 


and Locust Street from Third Stree 
to Stanberry Street hy Paving and 
Curbing the Roadway Thereof. 
Be it ordained by the 
Council o: 


the City of Newark, State of Ohio

Section 1. That it is hereby deter 


minedi to proceed with the improve- 
ment of Clinton street from St. Clair 
street to Locust street and Locust 
street from Third street to Stanber- 
ry street, by paving and curbing the 
roadway thereof, in accordance with a 
resolution of council, passed on the 
4th day of September, 19TJ7, and in ac- 
cordance with te 
plans, 
specifica- 


tions, estimates and profiles hereto- 
fore approved and now on file in the 
office of the Board of Public Service. 


Sec. 2. That the material used in 


the construction of said improvement 
shall be asphalt, brick, stone cement, 
or other material as shall be here- 
after determined. 


Sec. 3. That all claims for damages 


resulting from the said improvement 
shall be judicially inquired into be- 
fore commencing said proposed 
im- 


provement, and the Solicitor is hereby 
authorized and directed to 
institute 


proceedings Tn the court of competent 
jurisdiction, to 
inquire into 
such 


claims.

Sec. 4. That the whole cost of said 


improvement less one-fiftieth thereof 
and the cost of intersections shall be 
assessed by the foot frontage upon 
the following 
described 
lots and 


lands, to wit: 
All lots 
and lands 


bounding and abutting upon the pro- 
posed improvement from 
St. Clair 


street to Locust and from Third street 
to Stanberry street, which said lots 
and lands are hereby determined to be 
specially benefitted by said improve- 
ment; and the cost of the improve- 
ment shall include the 
expense 
of 


printing and publishing notices, reso- 
lutions and ordinances required, and 
the serving of said notices, the cost 
of construction, together with the in- 
terest on bonds issued in anicipation 
of the collection of deferred assess- 
ments, and all other necessary expen- 
ditures.
